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MUNDT CALLED IN

Gets No Advice on Eisen- 


hower’s Bar on Some 
Testimony— Ferguson 
Thinks Hearings 
Should Go On. 


WASHINGTON, May 18 (AP) 
~—Senate Republican leaders 
talked over the McCarthy-Army 
tangle today, but Senator Mundt 
(Rep.), said they produced no 
advice on dealing with the sit- 
uation posed by a controversial 
presidential order and suspen- 
sion of the hearings. 

Asked whether there had been 
“any area of agreement” on 
whether the President should 
modify his directive—a step the 
White House indicated Eisen- 
hower was unlikely to take— 
Mundt replied: 

“No. I don’t believe there 
were any two opinions alike.” 

Likewise, on practically every- 
thing else connected with the 
future of the inquiry, he said, 
“each individual has his own 
opinion.” 

Mundt repeated what he had 
siid yesterday—that the current 
recess is “not the end” of the 
McCarthy-Army inquiry. 

Mundt is temporary chairman 
of the Senate Investigations 
Subcommittee for its inquiry 
into the row between Senator 
McCarthy and Pentagon offi- 
cials. 

Before Policy Committee. 


Although not a member of 
the Senate Republican Policy 
Committee, he was called be- 
fore that group for a discus- 
sion of the hearings situation. 
Mundt said he was called in 
because the members wanted to 
know “what our plan was.” 

He said nobody in the policy 
committee meeting had suggest- 
ed that the hearing should end. 

Asked what would happen if 
President Eiseinhower “doesn't 
abate his directive,” Mundt told 
reporters, “That’s a bridge we 
haven’t crossed.” 

The hearings were suspended 


yesterday until next Monday. 


Mundt was instructed to explore 
meantime whether there could 
be any cvhange in an Eisenhow- 
er order barring testimony by 
Government officials about 
talks within the Administration 
concerning the McCarthy-Army 
row.

Senator McCarthy (Rep.), Wis- 
consin, said he did not see how 
the committee could get at the 
truth against the barrier of 
what he termed an “iron cur- 
tain.” 

Mundt had planned to meet 
with Attorney Gen. Brownell 
this afternoon for a discussion 
of the President’s order but that 
session was postponed at least 
until tomorrow. 

Wants to Study Transcript. 


Mundt said Brownell wanted 
more time to study the tran- 
script of subcommittee hearings 
et which was mentioned a Jan. 
21 meeting in Brownell’s office 
attended by two top White 
House aids. 

The Eisenhower directive for-

what was said and done at that 
meeting. 

Senator Ferguson (Rep.), 
Michigan, chairman of the 
G.O.P. Policy Committee, told 
reporters, as did Mundt, that 
there was no suggestion at its 
meeting that the hearings be 
ended.

Donnelly Not Calling 


Legislature, Thinkslé 


1955 Regular Session 
Will be Able to 
Handle Problems.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 18— 
Missouri will conform to the 
United States Supreme Court 
ruling that segregation of white 
and Negro pupils in public 
schools is contrary to the federal 
constitution, Gov. Phil M. Don- 
nelly declared last night. 


At the same time; Donnelly | 


said he. would not call the Mis- 
souri Legislature into special 
session to deal with the ques- 
tion, pointing out that the prob- 
lem can be handled at the 1955 
regular session of the General 
Assembly which convenes next 
Jan. 5. 


Donnelly said he had not had 
time to read the Supreme 
Court’s decision, but added that 
if the court held s®gregation of 
white and Negro pupils is il- 
legal then ‘Missouri’s constitu- 
tional provision on this matter 
is invalid and will have to be 
changed. 


“The citizens of Missouri are 
law-abiding people,” he _ said, 
“and I am confident that they 
will always endeavor to uphold 
the Constitution of the United 
States, which is the supreme 
law of the land.” 


Although separate public 
schools for Negro and white 
children have been maintained 
in Missouri throughout its 134 
years of statehood, the Supreme 
Court's decision yesterday 
aroused little excitement among 
state officials. 

Dalton’s Opinion. 

Attorney General John M. 
Dalton said today the Supreme 
Court’s decision could be made 
operative in Missouri by action 
of the Legislature, and that the 
State Constitution would not 
have to be amended. 

He pointed out that the Mis- 
souri Constitution requires the 
maintenance of separate public 
schools for white and Negro 
children, “except in cases other- 
wise provided by law.” This 
makes it clear, Dalton said, that 
the Legislature is free to enact 
laws necessary to set up an in- 
tegrated school system. 

He eontended the Supreme 
Court ruling did not in: itself 
establish the law to be followed 
in Missouri, and that action by 
the General Assembly would be 
required. But he said he an- 
ticipated no difficulty in this 
regard, declaring he was confi- 
dent the Legislature will pass 
the necessary laws—at its next 
session to comply with the 
court’s decision. 

Dalton said he did not know 
whether he would present argu- 
ments and a brief to the United 
States Supreme Court, which in- 
vited Attorneys General of in- 
terested states to appear as 
friends of the court by Sept. 15. 
He said his office would study 
the Missouri situation and will 
appear if. it is consigered neces-

CLUB EMPLOVE DEAT 
IND TO SUFFOCATON 


Baker Believed to Have 
Fallen Into Grease Con- 
tainer From Ledge.

John F. Caffray, a baker em- 
ployed at Westwood Country 
Club, whose body was found 
yesterday in a metal drum part- 
ly filled with kitchen grease, 
died of suffocation, an autopsy 
performed at St. Louis County 
Hospital showed. 


There were no marks of vio- 

lence on the body, leading to 
the theory that Caffray fell into 
the grease container from a 
stone ledge on which he may 
have been sitting outside the 
service entrance to the club. 
An inquest is scheduled for to- 
morrow. 


Caffray worked until about 
5 p.m. Sunday, when he became 
ill and was advised to go up- 
stairs and lie down. It is 
thought he went outside in- 
stead, and sat on the ledge be- 
neath which the grease drum 
stands. 

The body was found shortly 
after noon by a club employe, 
who reported that the lid was 
in place on the greace contain- 
er. It is thought the lid was put 
in place after dark Sunday by 
some employe, who failed to see 
the body. 

The feet and calves of the. 
legs protruded from the accu- 
mulated grease and water in 
the drum, but were about a foot 
below the level of the top of 
the container. The body was 
clad in baker's uniform and Caf- 
fray’s baker's cap was beside 
the drum. 

Caffray, 44 years old, was 
+married- and - lived: at 3910 
Beachwood avenue, Pine Lawn. 
He had worked at the club pre- 
viously, and returned last week. 
When he failed to check out 
Sunday night it was thought he 
had gone home early.

BILL TO LET U.S. 
PARTICIPATE IN 
MEMORIAL SIGNED

WASHINGTON, May 18— 
President Eisenhower today 
signed the bill authorizing the 
Federal Government to partici- 
pate in construction of the Jef- 
ferson National Expansion Me- 
morial on the St. Louis water- 
front.

unthinkable that the same Con- 
stitution would impose a lesser 
duty on the Federal Govern- 
ment.” 


In reaching its decisions, the 
court clearly agreed with the 
contention of Negro attorneys 
in the cases who had argued 
on a winner-take-all basis that 
they could not be content with 
separate but equal facilities, 
that they would, in effect, con- 
cede in advance that such facil- 
ities are present or being pro- 
vided. They offered the court 
no alternatives other than to 
uphold segregation or kill it. 

The cases went to the Su- 
preme Court in 1952 while Pres- 
ident Truman was in office. 
They first were argued in De- 
cember of that year. The Tru- 
man Administration, through the 
Justice Department, argued as 
a friend of the court that segre- 
gation should be outlawed. 

After hearing the first argu-. 
ments the court was unable to 
reach a decision, and asked the 
litigants to present further arg- 
uments on five questions still 
troubling the court. These arg- 
uments were heard in December 
1953, and the decision has been 
anxiously awaited since then. 
All of the cases came to the 
court by way of appeals from 

decisions.

Newspaper editorial comment on the Supreme Court ruling 
against racial segregation in public schools follows: 


SOUTH 


Atlanta Constitution: The 
United States Supreme Court 
has ruled unanimously that 
segregation in the public schools 
is. unconstitutional. The decision 
—however much we may deplore 
it as individuals—becomes the 
law of the land. That is the first 
basic fact. 

There are 17 states affected 
by the decision. Not all of them 
by any means in the Deep South. 
The test cases involved such 
widely separated states as South 
Carolina, Kansas, Virginia and 
Delaware. The District of Co- 
lumbia was also included. 

What is needed most in all the 
states is a calm, rational ap- 
proach, Panic and the losing of 
tempers will solve nothing, but 
cause more harm than good. Ex- 
tremists and hotheads on either 
side neither can change the Su- 
preme Court decision nor ar- 
rive at a practical solution. 

It is a time for Georgia to 
think clearly. Our best minds 
must be put to work, not to 
destroy, but to arrive at con- 
structive conclusions. 

It is generally recognized that 
the people of Georgia, South 
Carolina, Mississippi, Louisiana 
and possibly other states are not 
ready to accept mixing of Negro 
and white children in the public 
schools. This fact is tied in with 
local conditions that court deci- 
sions do not change. In them, 
there will be great difficulties. 

As our experience with prohi- 
bition proves, law without the 
force of public opinion behind it 
is not easily enforced. 

We have the decision and we 
have been given time by the 
Supreme Court to make up our 
minds in which direction we will 
go. Let us not do anything for 
which we will be sorry later. 

Time is the important element. 
It is reasonable to expect that 
the Supreme Court will give the 
time necessary for adjustments 
to a pattern of life, the disrup- 
tion of which otherwise might 
have quite violent consequences. 

ay us all think elearly and be 
calm. 


Raleigh (N.C.)’ News and Ob- 
server: The unanimous decision 
of the Supreme Court in the 
school segregation cases is the 
law of the land and, unhappily 
many may feel, but certainly all 
know, the law of the South. 
Nothing will change that. Clar- 
ity is given to the fact by the 
complete unanimity of the nine 
justices. No erudite lawyers 
are required to interpret the 
meaning of a decision which 
says in the most simple lan- 
guage that segregation in pub- 
lic education in America is no 
longer legal. Fortunately the 
court also declared that applica- 
tion of its decision will not be 
imposed precipitately—probably 
not for a year or more. 

Already the decision has 
brought forth in the South re- 
a@ions of disappointment, dis- 

y, anger and resentment. 
They are not unexpected follow- 
ing a decision which, more than 
any other in the history of the 
country or the court, presents 
so difficult a problem to so 
many people. Clearly, however, 
the very sweeping quality of 
the decision makes it the more 
essential that it be faced in the 
South with the composure and 
the wisdom for which fear and 
anger are no substitutes... . 

Such facts make it more than 
ever imperative that the South 
which is primarily involved in 
this epoch-making national deci- 
sion face it with all the com- 
posure and good sense of which 
it is capable. Distasteful as it 
may be, Southerners will have 
the task of putting into practice 
the law which the Supreme 
Court only put on paper. Quick 
expressions of anger by South- 
ern leaders—precipitate acts of 
defiance by Southern legisla- 
tures or other officials — will 
only make more difficult the 
long job of the South under the 
law. Furthermore, if this were 
not the wisest course for the 
years ahead, it is clearly the 
practical course for the months 
ahead. Under the decision the 
attorneys general of the South- 
ern states will appear before 
the court in October for argu- 
ment as to how and when the 
sweeping decision will be put 
into effect. 

The South has never needed 
wisdom more nor fury less than 
it does this moment. 

Memphis Commercial Appeal: 
As the Commercial Appeal has 
observed before while this is- 
sue was pending, this situation 
presents a real, local problem, 
but one which can and, it is 
fervently hoped, will be worked 
out satisfactorily with a mini- 
mum of friction and complete 
absence of hysteria.

In most parts of the South, 
whites and Negroes live in har- 
mony.

There is no need to try to say now just 
how historic this decision is. There is no point 
in evaluating it today as the most momentous 
since the Dred Scott slave ease decision, handed 
down almost a century ago, on the eve of the 
Civil War. Although that would not be over- 
statement, it is enough to say the words read 
by Chiéf Justice Warren for himself and his 
colleagues are of transcendent importance. 

The Chief Justice’s words will have their im- 
pact in one way or other on every community 
in every state. Their import will flow in less 
time than we are apt to think around the world. 

For it is not just the states of South Carolina, 
Virginia, Kansas and Delaware and the District 
of Columbia, in which the associated test cases 
arose, that are affected. 

It is not just other states like Missouri which 
have had a constitutional or legal requirement 
,of separate educational systems for the two 
races. It is not just cities such as St. Louis that 
have followed the same practice and that now 
will need to accommodate themselves to a prin- 
ciple of justice and fairness which they long ago 
should have applied themselves. 

* € * 

The greater significance is the affirmation in 
the eyes of millions of people in India, Pakistan 
and Africa, in China, Japan, and Burma, in 
Indochina, Thailand and Indonesia that the 
pledge in the United States of the worth and 
dignity of the humblest individual means exactly 
what it says. 

Had this decision gone the other way the 
loss to the free world.in its struggle against 
Communist encroachment would have been in- 
calculable. Nine men in Washington have given 
us a victory that no number of divisions, arms 
and bombs could ever have won. 

But it is not a victory of the present Supreme 
Court alone by any means. Justice John Mar- 
shall Harlan was one of the victors. When he 
cried out nearly 60 years ago against the in- 
justice of the decision in Plessy vs. Ferguson 
—the Jim Crow railroad car case—it was in lone 
dissent. When he denied “that any legislative 
body or judicial tribunal may have regard to 
the race of citizens when the civil rights of 
those citizens are involved,” he spoke for only 
himself on the Supreme Court. 

a ~ ~ 

When that old Civil War veteran said in 1896 
“the thin disguise of ‘equal’ accommodations for 
passengers in railroad coaches will not mislead 
anyone, nor atone for the wrong this day done,” 
when he said “the Constitution is color blind,” 
he raised his voice and lifted his eyes in an 
appeal that was to be heard and adopted a half 
century later. 

The victors include also the countless citizens 
like the late Oswald Garrison Villard who 
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More Powerful Than All the Bombs 


Road the names of the Chief Justice of the 
United States and the eight Associate Justices— 
read them and the states from which they were 


worked throughout their lives to eliminate dis- 
crimination because of color, They include the 
Walter Whites, the Eleanor Roosevelts, the 
Roger Baldwins and all the others of both races 
in and out of organizations such as the National 
Association for the Advancement of Colored 
People, the Urban League and the American 
Civil Liberties Union who have believed that 
the accident of birth was no test of anyone's 
rights and have applied that belief day in and 
day out when it was unpopular to do so. 


There are many other victors—the patient 
mothers and fathers who, throughout the years, 
paid taxes. but could not have their children 
educated in their home states as the children of 
white parents were educated; the Negro lawyers, 
Messrs. Marshall, Hayes and,Nabrit, who took 
these cases, prepared them carefully and argued 
earnestly against both prejudice and skilled legal 
talent on the other side; the many lower court 
Judges who helped in advancing the question 
in its varying forms from bench to bench. These 
—all these are victors.

But the great body of victors are the people 
of the United States. Through their: Supreme 
Court they have now thrown onto the junkheap 
one of the worst frauds ever deviséd—the spuri- 
ous notion that in a democracy, education could 
be separate and, at the same time, equal. 

A long line of decisions has now been dis- 


carded, including Missouri’s 1938 Gaines case, . 


which led this State into the unfortunate and 
wasteful error of setting up a separate tax-sup- 
ported law school for Negro students. The 
faults of the mythical “separate but equal” con- 
cept are set forth in a Ford Foundation book, 
“The Negro and the Schools,” by Harry S. Ash- 
more, executive editor of the Arkansas Gazette, 
and published by the University of North Car- 
olina Press, through notable coincidence on the 
very day the Supreme Court acted. 


* * * 


This declaration of basic principle in con- 
formity with the Constitution does not solve the 
problem in all its aspects. But it puts the matter 
of solution squarely before those whose respon- 
sibility it is. , 

There is work to do now in St. Louis, through- 
out Missouri, in the 21 states that have either 
required segregation .or have permitted it in 
varying degrees, in the other states that have 
prohibited segregation but have winked at the 
practice. 

The Supreme Court has used the best : of 
judgment in allowing an interval in which to 
thresh out the means of applying the principle 
that it proclaims. 

Neither Gov. Byrnes of South Carolina nor 
Gov. Talmadge of Georgia can truthfully say 
that the decision is being rammed down his 
throat. For still further arguments are asked 
next fall on the timing of the decree, the ques- 
tion of a special master to recommend specific 
terms and the possibility that implementation 
may be through the lower federal courts.

In the next three Months many commun- 
ities will begin to put their educational houses 
in order and by the start of the new school year 
in September the decision doubtless will have 
won a notable approval. The prospect is that 
with the passage of time acceptance will 
grow wider and wider until this decision is ap- 
plied in practice everywhere under the Stars 
and Stripes. Thus has the Supreme Court com- 
bined statesmanship with judicial rectitude. 

We may wish that this decision had been 
handed down long ago. We may wish that the 
accommodations that now must be worked out 
were already achieved. We may wish that all 
who are to be affected in the school systems 
were already provide@efor according to their 
merits and qualifications. But that is not the 
way of social progress. Advance takes time. 

Today the principle of true equality in edu- 
cation is at last the law of the land. That is 
gain so great that our day sends a note ringing 
back clear and strong to the times of Lincoln 
and Jefferson and their historic blows to make 
men free. 

Yes, back to Lincoln and Jefferson,—and also 
farther ahead than anyone can now see!

iow Limited Is Lith..cf Parking? 
The new “limited parking” rule on ten down- 
town streets is a problem for the police. A Post- 
Dispatch photograph taken the first day on 
which the rule was in effect showed vehicles 
parked on the wrong side of Locust street as 
well as alongside the meters on the correct side. 
It is, of course, much simpler to police a no- 
parking area than one where some parking is 
allowed at some times, but the Police Depart- 
ment has promised to do its best. Meanwhile, 
if the limited parking rules hamper traffic, it 
should soon be evident, even to the Aldermen 
who voted for those rules over Mayor Tucker's 
veto. 
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Side-Tracked for a Week 


The Senate Investigations subcommittee has 
stalled the Army-McCarthy hearings on a side 
track by voting for a recess. 

Four Republican committee members outvoted 
the three Democrats in giving Chairman Mundt 
a whole week to seek modification of President 
Eisenhower’s new order. This order imposes 
secrecy on high-level talks inside the executive 
branch about the McCarthy case. 

Senator McCarthy quickly and predictably 
seized the order as a pretext for claiming it 
thwarted the investigation. And the committee 
is entitled to know who directed the Army’s 
case against McCarthy. Both sides have fre- 
quently promised to produce all pertinent facts. 

Nevertheless, this is a side issue. The Senators 
are supposed to find out first and foremost the 
truth of the serious charges by the Army. against 
McCarthy and vice versa. The question of who 
ordered the charges brought may be relevant, 
but is not decisive as to truth or falsity. 

Consequently Senator Symington was abso- 
lutely right when he tried to induce the com- 
mittee to continue its work, and to hear other 
witnesses, pending efforts to get the White 
House to modify its secrecy order. There was 
no good reason to shut down the whole work 
fof a week. ; 

The people, the Missouri Senator asserted, 

“will regard this as the first step in a possible 
whitewash and I'll have no part of it.” Senator 
McClellan of Arkansas doubted that the hear- 
ings would be resumed unless the presidential 
order were modified. 
_ Attorney General Brownell may have proved 
that the President has the power to issue the 
secrecy order, but he did not prove that issuing 
it was wise. . 

The White House has a right to decide what 
information shall be transmitted to Congress, 


but in this case it has chosen a weak place to 
invoke the principle. If there was to be secrecy 
about the Administration’s consultations with 
the Army on McCarthy’s demands, the time to 
apply it was before Army Counselor John G. 
Adams told part of the story of the Jan. 21 
conference. 


Once part of the story had been told, the 
Administration is under a moral if not legal 
obligation to tell the rest. So long as it refuses 
to do so, the suspicion is bound to arise that the 
reason is not constitutional principle but poli- 
tics. So long as the White House refuses, the 
Executive will be giving Senator McCarthy a 
ready-made exit from testifying himself. This 
would be grossly unfair to the :Army, whose 
witnesses have been on the defensive. for 17 
days. 

President Eisenhower could modify the order 
without danger to the power of his office. By a 
word of permission, the White House could send 
the investigation ahead toward the whole truth, 
without interminable delay or charges of white- 
wash.

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Sound School Board Action 


In authorizing a full-scale study of its non- 
teaching departments the St. Louis School Board 
has taken a laudable and business-like step. A 
preliminary study by an independent firm of 
business consultants, A. T. Kearney & Co. of 
Chicago, clearly indicated the need for develop- 
ing a program of improved management prac- 
tices. The board has now decided to turn the 
Kearney firm loose to provide just such a blue- 
print. 


Only nine of the board’s 12 members were on 
hand to make the decision. Since the proposal 
needed only a simple majority of those present, 
the six-member reform bloc could have pushed 
it through alone. The fact that the three other 
members present—Board President Oscar A. 
Ehrhardt, James F. Morrell’ and J. Harry Pohl- 
man—also voted Yes is all to their credit. 

The three members who absented themselves 
had been emphatically against the preliminary 
survey. They are Mrs. Irma H. Friede, Dr. 
James J. McCaffery and Charles J, Dyer. If 
past performance is any indication, they will 
come out into the open when it comes time 
to put the Kearney recommendations into effect. 

But that will be a matter for the rest of the 
members to deal with. For the present the 
important thing is that nine members of the 
board have made it clear that. they want to know 
the facts about the system’s non-instructional 
areas and how to handle them.

Ideas. Before Arms in Asia 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Disillusionment with ‘new look’ prompts review of American 
military policy, but arms are not enough to win in Indochina; 
victory depends on what native peoples will fight for; we must 
show we can do for Asia what Communists falsely promise. 


From The Christian Science Monitor 


Disillusionment with the “new look” 
is properly prompting a second look at 
American military planning. 


Indochina’s evidence that atomic 
weapons hold no acceptable answer for 
many problems posed by Communist 
political and military operations was 
bound to turn military thought back 
toward conventional arms. President 
Eisenhower is reported weighing an 
increase in the de- 
fense budget for 
1955 and arenewed 
effort to set up uni- 
versal military 
training. 

We hope that be- 
fore this replan- 
ning gets very far 
the planners will 
ask a few basic 
questions. Was the 
setback in  Indo- 
china due primar- 
ily to a shortage of 
arms or of ideas? 

Would a larger 
American military 
budget have halted the march of Com- 
munist propaganda and the defection 
of dissatisfied Vietnamese? Was the 
lack really one of power or of determi- 
nation to use it? Was the failure one 
of weakness or of disunity? 


It may well be that the United States 
has taken on or wishes to take on com- 
mitments in the Far East which require 
greater or different military support. 
But would it not be well to re-examine 
those commitments and then look to 
the means of fulfilling them? 


Does not Indochina—like Korea— in- 
dicate that there is no military solution 
for the problem in Asia? Indeed, does 
not the effort to find an answer in one 
or another kind of military “look’’ work 
against a more practicable solution? 


This newspaper questioned the “new 
look” when it was first introduced. Im- 
mediately after Secretary Dulles start- 
ed talking about “massive retaliation” 
we pointed out that situations would 
arise where it could not be applied. 

But the chief objection we raised was 
to the assumption that military meas- 


ures were going to meet the need. 
Overemphasis on them has weakened 
the essential steps to win the peoples 
of Asia to fight for their own freedom. 


Mr. Dulles specifically said that some 
dependence would still have to be 
placed on “local resistance.” But the 
emphasis was placed first on mammoth 
atomic power, then on military meas- 
ures of local resistance. 

Indeed, the preoccupation has been 
with military means. Altogether too 
little attention has been paid to the 
thoughts and desires of the peoples im- 
mediately concerned. 

Vice President Nixon correctly re- 
ported after his tour in Asia that the 
problem there was not aggression but 
subversion. And Washington has made 
some effort to persuade Paris to give 
the Vietnamese real independence, But 
this has been another “too little, too 
late” effort. The eyes of the world 
have focused on military action—as at 
Dien Bien Phu. So has American aid. 

But meanwhile the Communists were 
posing as the only effective friends of 
anti-colonialism. By subversion they 
were winning dozens of battles in the 
unseen warfare of ideas—many more 
important than Dien Bien Phu. 

The French say they have proof that 
Chinese gunners helped reduce that 
fortress. But the fact remains that the 
main force against the French was 
composed of native troops. In any mil- 
itary action likely to take place in 
Southeast Asia native forces wiN be 
decisive. 

Decision will not rest on whether 
three divisions are added to American 
military estimates. It will depend on 
who and what the native peoples fight 
for. If the Communists convince them 
that Moscow and Peiping are their only 
friends, that they will “end colonialism 
forever,” ease their-economic hardships, 
and treat them as equals, no military 
budget the United States can support 
= maintain American influence in 

sia. 

But if the United States and its allies 
can prove that they can actually do 
what the Communists falsely promise,

The Look of Half Fear 


THE CLIFF’S EDGE, by Marie Hackett, (McGraw 
Hill, Inc., 245 pgs., {3 50.) 


“I'd read plays on how people say 
that people in asylums are the only 
happy ones, .and nonsense like that. 
Now I know it’s not only the place 
you're in and the conditions and the 
feeling that comes when you love your 
freedom and are locked up, it’s the look 
that comes on everyone’s face there 
sometimes—when he remembers where 
he is. A look of half fear and some 
shame, with a kind of watery-eyed panic 
to it. It’s not nice to see.” 

This is Paul Hackett, speaking to his 
wife, Marie, on one of his rare visits 
home during the months he spent in a 
mental hospital as a psychotic. The read- 
er follows Paul as his mind struggles 
back from the cliff’s edge of insanity. 

But this story is not Paul’s story so 
much as the account by his wife of her 
growth from clinging helplessness to a 
self-reliant maturity as she of necessity 
becomes the head of her family during 
her husband's illness. This illness was 
the theme of Paul Hackett’s book, “The 
Cardboard Giant,’ and now we see the 
picture from another angle, as it were, 
as Marie learns to manage problems 
ranging through pressing bill collectors 
and a recalcitrant furnace to the insist- 
ent questions of her children regarding 
their father’s condition and Paul's ill- 
advised and pathetic attempt to enlist 
her aid in obtaining his release. 

Marie was aided imme ably. dur- 
ing the difficult months of her husband’s 
absence by her continuing love and 
faith in him and by the dependence of 
their three children, but probably most 
of all by the confidence and hope af- 
forded her by her religion, Not the least 
of the Hackett family’s troubles came 
after Paul’s release from the hospital 
when, still uncertain, he met suspicion 
and rejection in his attempts to find 
employment. A “Psychotics’ Club,” a 
group of ex-patients meeting weekly to 
talk over their common problems, did 
much to release the tension. 

“The Cliff's Edge’ has humor and 
pathos, and, more important, faith and 
optimism; besides its interest as a story, 
it contributes to the growing, but still 
far from prevalent attitude that mental 
sickness should not carry with it the 
old stigma, but must be met with the 
sympathy and intelligence with which 
we now face physical misfortunes.

The 
background of Kohler’s labor relations has been marked by violence against work- 
ers, suppression of the right to organize into a genuine, bona fide union, only grudging, 
reluctant recognition of that right when it was no longer possible to avoid it, and still 
a stubborn refusal to meet the standards of working conditions long since established 
in competing companies. 


Kohler workers first tried to organize in the early 1930's. They went on strike in 1934. 


Even then—after the election was won—it took seven months of marathon bare 
gaining to negotiate the first contract. The contract was not up to UAW-CIO standards

Seasonally Adjusted In- 
dex on Mines, Fac- 
tories Holds Steady in 
April at 123. 


WASHINGTON, May 18 (AP) 
~The decline in industrial pro- 
duction in progress since last 
August came to an end in April, 
on the basis of preliminary fig- 
ures made public yesterday by 
the Federal Reserve Board. 

The board said its prelim!- 
mary, seasonally adjusted index 
of production at the nation’s 
mines and factories held steady 
in April at 123—the same level 
as in March. That means 123 
per cent of the 1947-49 average. 

And, the board said, it ap- 
peared that production contin- 
ued to hold steady in early May. 

It was the first month since 
last August when seasonally ad- ° 
justed production did not fall. 
It broke the eight-month de- 
cline in production which start- 
ed after the Reserve Board's 
index reached 137 last July, 
equaling the record reached in 
May, 1953. 


April’s Normal Decline. 


Without adjustment for sea- 
sonal ups and downs (‘industrial 
production in April is normally 
lower than in March) the Re- 
serve Board’s index declined 
from 125 to 123 in April. The 
fact that on the seasonally ad- 
justed basis there was no 
change indicated that in the 
board’s judgment the April de- 
cline was about normal when 
viewed against experience of 
past springs, and therefore did 
not indicate any weakening in 
the economy. 


The Reserve Board measures 
industrial production on the 
basis of average production dur- 
ing the three years 1947-49. 
Thus, the index of 123 in March 
and April indicated production 
23 per cent more than the sea- 
sonally adjusted average of 
March and April in 1947-48-49. 


Seasonally adjusted produc- 
tion in April this year was 13 
index points, or about 9.6 per 
cent, less than in April a year 
before, and was about the same 
amount under the production 
-| Peak reached in May and July 
of last year. 


| Steel Output. 


Steel output in April and 
early May, the board said, re- 
mained at about the low March 
rate of 69 per cent of capacity 
and contributed to holding down 
the output of mines. 


Seasonally adjusted automo- 
bile production rose slightly in ‘ 
April and the first half of May 
above the rate in the first quar- 
ter of the year. Television out- 
put made a bigger gain. 

The production of semi-fin- 
ished metal products and of 
ordnance continued to decline. 

The output of most building 
| materials continued close to the. 
high levels of a year before, and 
new construction continued at 
record level. 


Production of textiles, rubber 
and leather products took their 
usual April dip, while the out- 
put of paper, chemicals and pée- 
troleum products remained high. 

Retail sales rose moderately 
in April, including sales of an- 
tomobiles.

Naturally, the pitchers are 
ahead of him. But give him a 
little while to adjust his tim- 
ing. He'll catch up. After all, 
the man hasn’t got his health 
vet, still feels twinges when 
he swings a bat. 


Looking Backward. 


HE longer the Williams 
T saga grows, the less plaus- 

ible it becomes. Go back 
over the years with this fel- 
low, and try to imagine a 
Hollywood writer daring to 
palm off such a script. 

The tale begins conserva- 
tively enough, presenting a 
tall young man with sharp 
eyes and supple wrists who 
studies his trade for two and 
a half seasons in the minor 
leagues and then comes to the 
big time and bats .327 as a 
freshman. In the next three 
summers he enjoys a modest 
success, hitting .344, .406 and 
356. He gets a reputation as 
a rather good man with a 
stick. 

In 1943 he goes off to war 
to serve three years in the 
Marine Air Corps. Big league 
baseball, like big league ten- 
nis or golf or any other ac- 
tivity requiring a fine edge 
of physical form, demands un- 
interrupted practice. A three- 
year hiatus right at the peak 
of a player’s career can finish 
him, often enough; he comes 
back to the game but he has 
lost something which he never 
regains. 

However, Williams was 
young enough when he went 
to war—not yet 25—and he 
had so much talent he couldn't 
mislay it all. In four post- 
war seasons his average ranged 
from .342 to .369. He was 
not only as good as ever; he 
improved steadily and in 1949 
he led the league in practical- 
ly everything, batting home 
159 runs and making 43 home 
runs, most of them in Fen- 
way Park, which is purgatory 
for lefthand hitters. 


Curiouser and Curiouser. 


N July 11, 1950, Williams 
() shattered his left elbow 

against the outfield wall 
during the All-Star game in 
ChicSgo’s Comiskey Park. 
This happened in the first in- 
ning, but he played until the 
ninth, made a hit and batted 
in a run, This could have been 
the end, for he was just turn- 
ing 32, yet he got back for 
19 more games that summer 
and finished the season bat- 
ting .317, his lowest major 
league average. 

In May of 1952 he had 
played in six games and was 
hitting .400 when the Marines 
called him back to fight. 
Though he was 34 years old, 
they set him to flying jets ever 
Korea. 

How many of these things 
ean any man survive? How 
often can anybody come back? 
In his heart, Ted never ex- 
pected to wear flannel romp- 
ers again. He had no confi- 
dence he would ever see the 
United States again. After all— 

Then it was last July and 
he was back, after all. Back 
in Fenway Park and back in 
uniform in time to play in 37 
games and make 37 hits for a 
batting average of .417.

Unemployment statistics, ad- 
vanced by the AFL governing 
executive council, in quarterly 
session here, exceeded by nearly 
2,000,000 ‘the figures reported 
for April by the Census Bureau. 
In explanation, the AFL council 
stated that the Census Bureau 
defines unemployment “narrow- 
ly.” 

“The Census Bureau counts a 
large number of workers as em- 
ployed,” the AFL council stated, | 


“despite the fact that they are 
neither working nor earning 
pay. In order to determine eco 
reo~ic unemniovment. there ad- 
ditional groups should be 
counted <s unemployed. >

Senate Group Approves Public 
Housing at 35,000 Units a Year 
Committee Vote Is 13 to. 3—Staff Asked 


for Clause to Make FHA ‘Windfall’ 
Profits ‘Absolutely Impossible.’ 


WASHINGTON, May 18 (AP) 
-4The Senate Banking Commit- 
tee today voted 12-3 to continue 
public housing at a rate at le 
equal to the 35,000 annual 
recommended by President Ei- 
senhower. . 
Working on a general housing 
bill, the committee also instruct- 
ed its staff to try to draft a 
clause which would make it “ab- 
solutely impossible” for builders 
of FHA-insured housing to reap 
“windfall” profits. 
Chairman Capehart (Rep.), In- 
diana, announced after a closed 
session that he and Senators 
Bricker (Rep.), Ohio, and Ben- 
net (Rep.), Utah voted against 
public housing. 
Capehart said he hoped to 
have the bill ready for Senate 
debate early next week. Sena- 
tor Knowland (Rep.), California, 
the G.O.P, leader, has promised 
quick action once the Senate re- 
ceives it. 

Seek to Close Loopholes. 

The committee has been par- 
ticularly concerned with seeking 
to close what members termed 
“scandal loopholes” in the pres- 
ent housing program. 

One question there is whether 
to change operations of the 
home-repair loan program. A 
vote on that was put off until 
tomorrow. 1 

Homeowners have reportedly 
been swindled of millions of 
dollars by slick home-repair 
dealers under this program. 

The action on public housing 
is designed to repeal a provision 
tacked on to appropriations bills 
the last two years prohibiting 
new public housing construction 
projects. Mr. Eisenhower has 
asked for a 35,000-unit-a-year 
program for the next four years. 
The house, which has already 
passed a new housing bill, re- 
fused to accept this. 

The Senate committee’s action 


apparently would reinstate the 
1949 public housing authoriza- 
tion of 810,000 units, with no 
fixed time limit. This goes well 

yond Mr. Eisenhower's own 
public housing recommendation, 
but would leave the number of 
units to be built each year up to 
the President. 

Other Committee Actions. 

Other committee votes today, 
all unanimous, would: 

1. Extend the authority of the 
Veterans Administration to 
make direct loans to veterans in 
areas where loans are not other- 
wise available. 

2. Extend the farm housing 
program. 

3. Designate: the Housing and 
Home Finance Agency to handle 
public agency loans for commu- 
nity facilities. 

On the eve of the commiittee’s 
work session, acting FHA Com- 
missioner Norman P. Mason 
sent Capehart recommendations 
for changes in the housing sta- 
tutes and FHA regulations. The 
recommendations aimed at stop- 
ping the “fleecing” of home 
owners by unethical home re- 
pair salesmen and contractors. 

Mason's proposals also are 
designed to prevent the co-oper- 
ative housing program from de- 
teriprating into a situation like 
that in which apartment house 
builders reaped “‘windfall” prof- 
its by obtaining government- 
backed construction loans bigger 
than necessary to meet costs. 

Capehart expressed general 
satisfaction with Mason’s recom- 
mendations.

‘WASHINGTON, May 18 (UP) 
—The Government Printing Of- 
fice has fired 20 employes un- 
der the loyalty programs of 
Presidents Eisenhower and Tru- 
man and has 18 cases pending. 

This was disclosed today 
when the House Appropriations 
Committee made public testi- 
mony by Raymond Blattenber- 
ger, public printer, who ap- 
peared before a subcommittee 
on May 11. 

Blattenberger presented a 
statement to the subcommittee 
showing that nine of the 20 
cases involved “alleged Com- 
munist sympathizers.” There 
were two involving gambling, 
one sex perversion, one im- 
morality, one narcotics and six 
involving other arrests. 

The cases pending include 
five alleged Communist sym- 
pathizers, four gambling, four 
immorality, four arrest records, 
and one trustworthiness. 

The statement showed that 
the cases of 69 Government 
Printing Office employes were 
reviewed, and that 31 were 
closed satisfactorily.

On the children’s shelves there should be the standard 
books. The Bible, Shakespeare, the Dictionary, Brittanica, 
These are the foundation of their libraries to be useful for 
a lifetime.

If he gets a book 
each month, on each birthday, each day of celebration, and 
is encouraged to use them, he cannot help getting the habit 
of reading. :

Tips on How 
To Refinish 
Woodwork 


By Hubbard Cobb 


EAVEN only knows how 

many kinds of furniture re- 

finishing projects there are 
in this world but the most com- 
mon is refinishing a chair or 
table with a varnish finish that 
has begun to fail. 


The first step in this job is to 
remove ALL the old varnish and 
the best thing to use for this 
job\is a liquid varnish remover. 
There are two types of remover 
—one that is inflammable and 
one that is not inflammable. As 
you usually do this sort of work 
indoors, use a non-inflammable 
remover, so you won't blow 
yourself and your house up into 
the blue, blue sky. 

Working with a varnish re- 
mover can be messy work, s0 
wear old clothes, gloves and 
put down plenty of old news- 
papers or a heavy cloth to pro- 
tect the floor. 

Set the article in question in 
the middle of this working area 
and apply the varnish remover. 
An old brush can be used for 


this purpose. After the remov- - 


er has had a chance to work 
for a few minutes the old var- 
nish will become soft and it can 
be removed with moderate ease 
by scrubbing with excelsior or 
with a broad putty knife. 


Steel wool is ideal for remov- 
ing the softened varnish but, un- 
fortunately, with some kinds of 
wood it will produce dark spots 
in the final finish. Chances are, 
however, that you will have to 
use some steel wool to remove 
the varnish from moldings and 
other out of the way spots. 


If there are several coats of 
varnish on the wood, several 
applications of the remover may 
be necessary. 


After the old varnish is out 
of the way, wipe the piece down 
with turpentine or alcohol to 
remove the wax lIeft by the 
remover. Now go to work with 
some medium sandpaper and 
then a fine grade to make the 
wood nice and smooth. After 
this, dust the piece carefully 
_ apply the new coat of var- 
nish.
